Wachtnttoa—The most unenvied people in Washington today should 


be the British ambassador and hli wife, who are caught in the thankless 
ordeal of arranging for the visit of their king and queen. Their task is 
full of pitfalls and they are entitled to a sympathy which is not forth- 
coming, for reasons which are partly their own fault and partly not. 


Undoubtedly they feel keenly the criticism and ridi- 


cule with which Washington is seething, because after 
several acid accounts in the Washington newspapers.

THE KING BUSINESS 


It :s a weary Lfo, this dressing and 


banqueting and posing and parading, for 
the subjects demand more of their king 
than the king may demand of his sub- 
jects. 


Jt is not the everyday life of the king. 


Were jt so more besides Edward would 
quit. 
Nothing so approaches living on 


sugar as a trip like that undertaken by 
the popular English royal couple. 


It is as hard to understand the English 


conception of a king and his critically 
important place in the scheme of things 
as it is to gather the full meaning of many 
another part of our lives that docs not 
appear to answer to logic until the at- 
tempt is made to depart from it. 


The English king guards and adorns 


the state but he may not change the thin- 
nest edge of it nor warp a thread in its 
texture. 
The people are his subjects, 


but only for the purpose of aiding him 
in the cause for which he exists which is 
to improve and benefit their condition and 
estate. 


Perhaps man is born with an- instinct 


leading him to admire his forefathers. 
If so gratitude has been ordained by 
nature. Just as we are moved by a recital 
of Bunker Hill, Gettysburg or San Juan 
those of the British Empire are inspired to 
respond to the appearance of the king as 
a manifestation of the glories of their 
history and the .magnificence of their 
fathers' accomplishments. 


It is not altogether certain that the 


British people may not have, by the al- 
terations in their government during the 
3ast !50 years, produced the most work- 
able sort of a democracy. At least they 
have banished from ordinary power that 
man among them who is likely to wield 
the most influence. This is an acknowl- 
edgement that influence alone is a dan- 
gerous and haphazard thing in the affairs 
of «tate. Government by supermen or 
men who secure the support of others 
through influence or prestige has been 
demonstrated on too many occasions to 
be a monumental blunder. 
When the 


English came to realize that fact they 
abandoned the practices theretofore ex- 
isting that made possible great national 
losses because of personal policies that 
did not depend for their approval upon 
cold logic and public support 


At least the English people regard 


themselves as the freest in the world. And 
they point to the fact it is their mon- 
arch's primary duty to maintain that 
freedom. With that view of the situation 
there is more than formality to their ex- 
pression: 


"God save the King."

A pos.sible milk strike is in the offing 


for Wisconsin. At least the President of 
the Farm Holiday Association declares 
that support is being sought for such a 
strike among farm organizations and with 
the purpose of making it effective the 
middle of June. 


But the farmers, as well as evervone 


else, are sobered by the experience of the 
last five years. And they know that strikes 
and a lot of other things that were claimed 
to have almost divine virtues actually 
crumbled in their hands leaving ashes, 
smut, and a greasy streak. 


It isn't that we would blame the farm- 


ers if they feel anger rising up in their 
necks again nor criticize them much if 
they thought a few road battles would 
help but they could get just as much ben- 
efit, we believe, from jumping into a tub 
of ice cold water, and at the same time 
preserve more of their self-respect and 
dignity.

"Toby Is getting out of college this summer and hasn't the remotest 


idea of what he is to do after that He is an honor man. too. But he has 
no job in sight and doesn't even know where to look for one. These are 
terrible days when a young man. bright and healthy, can't find a Job for 
himself.

Despite the terribly disappointing 


result on this hand, from the de- 
fenders' point of view. I am not in- 
clined to be severelv critical of 
Scuta's shift to the spade jack. 
This does not mean that I approve 
Sooth's reasoning, nor that I feel a 
master player in his position would 
have defended in the same way. 
Bat it cannot be denied that Sou'.b 
•was "on the spot" It was quite 
true that declarer might have start- 
ed •with the Q-8-6-5 of hearts and 
that the cashing of the ten would 
merely establish the eight But I call 
attention to the bidding on this 
band. East-had opened fourth hand 
with one ao trump and presumably 
bad his fan honor count Dummy's 
diamond suit, although only four 
long, was impressive, and South 
could suspect that the club suit 
•bo might be good for four tricks 
with the help of the A-Q-x or A. 
J-x in the concealed hand. The 
spade suit was, of course, an un- 
known quantity, but if East'had 
first round control he would be able 
to rattle off nine tricks if his clubs 
and diamonds were as they figured 
to be. Thus. South's outstanding 
hope. I thinlf. was to find declar- 
er with an original holding of no 
more than three hearts. Obvious- 
ly, if the heart ten were laid down. 
North would have to unblock the 
eight spot 


Incidentally, I must point out that 


to most cases it Is correct for the 
partner of the opening leader to 
return his own fourth highest of 
the suit led if he held that many 
cards in the suit In this case, how- 
ever, I agree with North's choice 
of leading hack the nine instead of 
the deuce because the latter return 
would run the grave risk of block- 
ing the suit in case South had start- 
ed with a five card suit 


But aside from all discussion of 


the proper defense, I cannot see 
that North-South had much to kick 
about in this hand. East-West were 
absolutely cold for six spades, dia- 
monds, or clubs, and even though 
they would have great difficulty 
in bidding a slam, surely the 180 
points for making six spades (the 
major rait would be chosen) would 
exceed the five no trump actually 
scored. Hence, it appears to me that 
North-South must have received an 
excellent rsatchpoint score on this 
board, regardless of the debatable 
defense.

The Home Gardener 


*T Mwla B. Perkins 


Careful consideration must be 


given to the plant materials select- 
ed for one's shore or mountain va- 
cation lodge. The time spent away 
from tbe city will be far too short 
to allow of extensive and long 
drawn out preparation. Then too, 
the gardener will want time for 
enjoying other activities and the 
selection must Include plants which 
will prosper without care. 


These gardens are generally not 
started until late June and to be 
successes must have borne flowers 
long before the time to leave them 
for the city—usually the middle of 
September. 


If funds are available, the best 


procedure favors the purchase of 
started plants. Planting In noil 


which has been plowed and ma- 
nured is also Indicated in best pro- 
grams. However, quite a few plants 
can be started from seeds sown in 
indifferently prepared soil with ev- 
ery assurance that they will bloom 
provided they are regularly water- 
ed and fertilized with the quick 
acting preparations called gardwi 
foods. Seeds should be covered 
somewhat deeper than for earlier 
planting and every effort made to 
keep the soil moist and cool until 
the seeds germinate. After that to 
special care is needed. 


Among the plants suited for this 


type of gardening are balsam, col- 
liopsis, candytuft catchfly, corn- 
flower, 
gypsophila. 
marigold, 


morning-glory, nasturtium, phlox, 
portulaca and zinnia.
